BERLIN, via London, Aug. 24.—A hill 


at Kopytow, to the southwest of the 
Russian fortress of Brest-Litovek, has 
been stormed by the Teutonic forces, 
gaccording to an official statement given 
out today by the army headquarters. 
The statement from headquarters says: 
“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: On the remainder of the 
front of this army group progress was 
made. During battles to the east and 
to the south of Kovno our troops cap- 
tured nine officers and 3600 men and 
took eight machine guns. 
Bavarian Army Captures 4500. 
“Army group of Prince Leopold of Ba- 
varia: On the plain situated to the 
northeast of Kleszezele and in the for- 
est district southeast of this place the 
enemy yesterday again was defeated 
by our troops, the pursuit reaching the 
Ballowieska forts. The enemy lost 
more than 4500 men in prisoners and 
nine machine guns. 5 5 
“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: Beofre the attack of the 
German and Austro-Hungarian troops 
advancing across the Pulva and Bug 
‘rivers to the east of the mouth of the 
‘Pulva; the enemy evacuated his posi- 
tions. Our pursuit continued. On the 
southwestern front of Brest-Litovs 
hill at Kopytow was takén by’ storm. 
Our troops are advancing through the 
marshy district to the northeast of Via- 
Gova, pursuing the enemy, whom they 
defeated yesterday. 
n the western theater: During yes- 
terday’s visit to Zeebrugge (Belgium), 
the British fleet fired from forty to 
geventy shots at our coastal fortifica- 
tions. We have to deplore, on account 
of this bombardment, the loss of one 
killed .and six wounded. In addition, 
three Belgian inhabitants were wound- 
ed by stray shells. There was no ma- 
terial damage.

Boston Firm Refuses to Sell More 
Supplies to City Until “Murderers” 
Are Punished. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 24.—A Boston 


firm which for the last two years has 
furnished the city of Atlanta with 
caulking and tools, has refused to have 
further dealings with the municipal 
authorities until action is-taken in con- 
nection with the lynching of Leo M. 
Frank, according to W. E. Chambers, 
city purchasing agent. Chambers to- 
day made public the following letter re- 
ceived from the concern: 

“Answering your letter of the th. 
we do not care to quote prices on caulk- 
ing and we do not wish to solicit further 
any of the business of the city of At- 
lanta until the State sof Georgia has 
taken official action looking to the ap- 
prehension and punishment of those men 
who murdered Leo M. Frank.”

Motion for Appeal From Ruling 
Against New Trial Must Be 
Filed by Oct. 2 


Mrs. Rosa V. Curtis of 2641 Nebraska 
avenue, sister of-the late James Camp- 
bell, and one of the plaintiffs in the re- 
cent suit to break the multi-millionaire’s 
will, today filed a motion in the Circuit 
Court by which she withdrew from the 
case and revoked the power of attorney 
which she had given to Lv F. Ottofy, at- 
torney for the contestants. 

Mrs. Curtis deposited, with the cashier 
of the Circuit Clerk’s office, her check 
for $791, and stated that this covered 
the total bill for costs in the case. 
Hereafter, she stated in the motion, 
no one is authorized by her to take any 
appeal from the recent decision of a jury 
in Judge Kinsey’s court. This jury, 
May 6, declared Lois Campbell Burk- 
ham to be the daughter of James Camp- 
bell, and upheld the will in favor of 
Mrs. Campbell, Mrs. Burkham and Mrs. 
Burkham’s heirs, and, ultimately, St. 
Louis University. 

Have Till Oct. to Appeal. 

Judge Kinsey, soon after the trial, re- 
fused -an application for a new trial. 
No appeal has thus far been filed. Under 
the law, an appeal can be taken until 
Oct. 2, when the present term of court 
ends. 

Six of Campbell’s nephews and nieces. 
living in Cincinnati, were the other 
plaintiffs in the will contest, which had 
the legal title of Margaret C. Harrison 
and others against Mrs. Florence A. 
Campbell and others.“ 

Mrs. Curtis particularly asks that her 
name be withdrawn from Ottofy’s mo- 
tion for a retaxing of the costs in the 
Campbell case, which were assessed 
against the plaintiffs. This motion was 
filed last Saturday. In this motion Ot- 
tofy objects to the payment of witne+s 
fees to seven witnesses who were sum 
moned, but not called to testify, and for 
two others, who, he says, were proper- 
ly summoned only for the February 
term, and not for the April term of 
court. He also objects to expenses for 
depositions of James D. Mortimer, Wil- 
liam Nelson Cromwell and others whose 
depositions were taken, but not used as 
evidence.

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Why She Withdrew. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at her home today, Mrs. Cur- 
tis was sitting on the front porch, 
holding in her hand the bill for the 
court costs in the Campbell case. 

“The other plaintiffs all lived out 
of town,” she said, “and they brought 
the whole bill to the widow. I did 
not care to be lable for further costs 
in the case.” 

Mrs. Curtis said she had not been 
influenced in any way by James 
Campbell’s widow, or other defend- 
ants. Her only reason for withdraw- 
ing, she said, was that she did not 
care to pay additional costa. 

L. Frank Ottofy, counsel for the 
plaintiffs in the Campbell will contest 
case, refused to discuss Mrs. Curtis’ 
withdrawal. 


RUSSIA SAID TO EAFR REVOLT

HANGED LEQ FRANK, 
CORONER'S VERDICT 


Jury Obtains No Clew as to 
Identity of Anyone Involved 
in Lynching. 


DELIBERATED 3 MINUTES 


Conclusion Reached Quickly Aft- 
er Examining Persns on Sce.ne 
After the Death. 


.MARIETTA, Ga., Aug. 24.—Without 
being able to elicit from any one of 
11 witnesses a single clew as to the 
identity of any person connected with 
the lynching of Leo M. Frank near this 
city a week ago this morning, a Coro- 
ner’s jury today returned a verdict that 
Frank came to his death by hanging 
ac the hands of parties unknown. City 
and county officials testified that they 
had endeavored diligent!y to get at the 
facts of. the lynching, but so far their 
efforts had been of no eavail. The jury 
as out only three minutes. 

“Of course you know these things are 
kept pretty close and sre hard to find 
cut,“ said Mayor E. P. Dobbs of Mari- 
etta. Deputy Sheriff Hicks and City 
Marshal Looney stated that they were 
vorking hard on the case, but at this 
time could throw no light on the iden- 
tity of the men who rarticipated in 
the lynching. 

The nearest disclosures as to what 
happened in the oak grove near the 
Frey cotton gin came from J. A. Benson, 
a Marietta merchant, whe drove by the 
place soon after the lynching party had 
parked its automobiles Ly the roadside 
and had led Frank to the tree where 
Ceath awaited him. Benson said he had 
a “pretty good suspicion” as to what 
was going on, but he did not stop to see 
ii and he did not recognize anybody in 
the party. 

Text of Jury’s Verdict. 

The text of the jury’s verdict was as 
follows:

xccording to law as jurors, and charged 
by John A. Booth to inquire when and 
how and in what manner the said Leo 
M. Frank came to death: that the said 
jurors aforesaid make ord return the 
following presentments in reference to 
the aforesaid matters and things con- 
cerning which we were sworn to inquire 
by the said John A. Pooth, Coroner. 
We attach the evidence issued at this 
inquest to this, our inquis‘tion and make 
the same a part of it. 

We, the jurors aforesaid, upon our 
oath say that Leo M. Frank did on the 
17th day of August, 1915, in said county, 
come to his death by being hanged by 
the neck until dead, by unknown par- 
ties.

FAMILY FROM BEDS 


Saloon Man’s Home and Place 
of Business Damaged; 
Suspect Arrested. 


A bomb, thrown at 3.30 o’clock this 
morning into the basement of the two- 
story brick house at 5181 Daggett ave- 
nue, occupied by Joseph Ariotto as a 
saloon and dwelling, damaged the builde 
ing and threw the members of the 
family out of their beds.

gulf and the naval base of Riga are 
still in Russian hands and menace Von 
Hindenburg’s further advance toward 
Fetrograd. 

The German version of the Riga bat- 
tle has not yet been given out, but ths 
definiteness of the official report on 
the sinking or crippling of the German 
vattle cruiser Moltke, two other cruis- 
ers, and eight torpedo boats has sent 
a wave of enthusiasm throughout the 
country and dispelled the depression 
over the Russian retreat on iand. 

The -latest communication from the 
Russian War Office places the German 
losses in the Gulf of Riga as follows: 

One battle cruiser, two light cruisers 
and not less than eight torpedo boat 
destroyers placed hors d' combat. Some 
of the latter sank.“ 

Reuter’s Petrograd correspondent says 
that a semi-official statement issued 
there adds another auxiliary cruiser to 
the previous list of the German losses 
in the Gulf of Riga. 

German Transports Reported Sunk. 

From details of the attempted 
German landing in the Gulf of Riga 
last Saturday, as published in the 
Novo Vremya, it appears, says a dis- 
patch from Petrograd to the Central 
News, that three large transports 
filled with troops approached the 
shore under cover of a German 
squadron. The German ships were 
allowed.to come close to land before 
a terrific artillery fire was opened 
by the Russians. A duel between the 
cruisers and shore batteries contin- 
ued for two hours before the last 
transport was sunk. Only a few 
crowded boats then remained and 
these soon were smashed to pieces 
by the Russian fire. 

The German squadron managed to 
destroy some houses with their long 
range guns. During the attempt to 
land at Pearnoff, the Germans also 
descended on Gainash to the south. 
Two lighters filled with troops at- 
tempting to reach the beach at Gai- 
nash were sunk by Russian shells. 

A dispatch to the Morning Post from 
Petrograd says: In addition to the 
German losses previously reported in 
the Riga battle, a German submarine 
was run ashore on the coast of Dago 
Island tin the Baltic Sea, just outside 
the Gulf of Riga) and doubtless also is 
lost. 


Germans Admit Loss of a Destroyer 
* Off Zeebrugtge. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 2%--An official 
report of the German admiralty re- 
ceived here says: 

“Off Zeebrugge Sunday night a Ger- 
man outpost boat was attacked by ‘wo 
hostile destroyers. After brave resist- 
ance the boat was sunk. Part of her 
crew was rescued.” 


Germany Expresses, Regret for At- 
tack on E13 in Danish Waters. 
LONDON, Zug. 4.—The Danish lega- 
tion at Berlin, according to a Reuter 
dispatch from Copenhagen, has received 
from the German Secretary of State a 
note containing an apology and expres- 
sion of sincere regret for the violation of 
neutrality involved in an attack upon a 
British submarine (E13) within the ter- 
ritorial waters of Denmark. The note 
states that renewed and emphatic in- 


structions have been issued to command-

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NOTE TO ENGLAND 
UN NEUTRAL TRADE 


Protest Against Placing Cotton 
on Contraband List Will Be 
Incorporated in It. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. A. — The new 
American note to Great Britain on in- 
terference with neutral trade probably 
will be redrafted because of the British 
erder making cotton contraband. The 
rote Rad been virtually completed. It 
now will be altered and probably will 
treat at length the question of the 
validity under internationai law of Great 
Britain’s latest action. 


While there is no intention to aban- 
don the claims for payment for cotton 
seized prior to the British order, those 
cases now have a different status, and 4 
complete record of this phase of the 
dispute can be prepared and presented. 
Cases under the contraband order must 
all go before British prize courts, and 
there will be no informal negotiations, 
as there have been in connection with 
previous seizures. 


The new American note it is under- 
stood will lodge formal protest against 
the placing of cotton on the contraband 
list and a lengthy diplomatic exchange 
probably will follow. It is considered 
likely by some officials here that, the 
dispute eventually will be settled by ar- 
bitration. 

Cotton Shippers Reassured. 

Reassurance to cotton shippers 
that their cargoes for neutrals will 
not be confiscated if they come 
within the normal consumption un- 
der the recent decree of the allies 
that cotton is contraband, was given 
in a statement issued today at the 
British embassy as follows: 

“It is a misapprehension to sup- 
pose that the declaration of cotton 
to be contraband will further re- 
strict those consignments of cotton 
to neutral countries which are 
proved to be exclusively destined for 
the normal consumption of those 
coutries. The embassy had no au- 
thority, however, to give any assur- 
ance as to the immunity of particu- 
lar shipments, but under the pro- 
cedure of international law relating 
to absolute contraband evidence of 
ultimate enemy destination will be 
necessary to the condemnation of 
cotton as a lawful prize.“ 

While the new formal note is in prep- 
aration State Department officials are 
continuing their informal efforts to ob- 
tain the release of millions of dollars’ 
worth of German and Austrian goods 
consigned to the United States now 
being held up: at Rotterdam and other 
neutral ports as a result of the Brit- 
ish order in council. 

Private Interests Favored. 

Unofficiial representations to Great 
Britain havo been authorized in an et- 
fort to bring forth a further statement 
of the conditions under which these 
goods may be shipped without inter- 
ference by the British fleet. 

Particularly officials here seek to

SECRETARY M’ADOO WII AID 
COTTON GROWERS IF NECESSARY 


Plan for Deposit of $30,000,000 Gold in 
Banks to Help Market Crop 
to Advantage. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%4.—Secretary 
McAdoo is prepared to extend financial 
sid to the Southern cotton growers to 
enable them jo dispose of their product 
to the greatest advantage. 

The Secretary announced yesterday, 
from his summer home in Maine, that, 
in view of action of the allies in mak- 
ing cotton contraband, he was ready, if 
necessary, to take either one of two 
courses to help the cotton producers. 
One of these plans is to deposit $30,000,000 
or more of gold in Federal reserve banks 
at Atlantg, Dallas and Richmond, to 
enable those banks to rediscount loans 
on cotton secured by warehouse re- 
ceipts, made by national and state banks 
belonging to the reserve system. No 
interest would be charged on the de- 
posits for the present at least. 

The other plan is to deposit the gold 
directly with national banks agreeing 
to lend the money on cotton at a rate 
not to exceed 6 per cent. The latter 
plan will be used if the object sought 
can be accomplished with greater effi- 
Clency thereby. 

Secretary McAdoo declared that if 
there was co-operation of bankers, mer- 
chants and producers, the cotton situa- 
tion could be handled with happy re- 
sults.

CANADIAN WHO BORE GUN 
TO GERMAN LINE WON CROSS 


Leut. Campbe¥, Who Has Since Died, 
Held Position There and Re- 
pulsed Counter Attack. 
LONDON, Aug. %4.—Th® Victoria cross 
has been conferred upon Lieut. Freder- 
ick William Campbell of the First Cana- 
dian Battalion for conspicuous bravery 
June 16 at Givenchy, when he took two 
machine guns over a parapet, arrived 
at the German first line with one gun 
and maintained his position there under 
the heaviest of rifie, machine guh and 
bomb fire when almost the whole of 
his detachment had been killed or 

wounded. ; 

The British supply of bombs having 
been exhausted, Lieut. Campbell ad- 
vanced the machine gun still farther to 
an exposed position and by firing 1000 
rounds succeeded in holding back the 
German counter attack.

CONTRACTORS SUED 
BY BONDING FIRMS 


Accounting and = Injunction 


Asked for Outgrowth of Cleve- 


land High School Trouble. 


The Massachusetts Bonding and Insur- 
ance Co., and the American Bonding 
Co. filed suit in the Circuit Court this 
morning against the Board of Education 
and 22 material supply which 
furnished materia] for the Grover Cleve- 


land High School, asking for an ac- 
counting and an injunction to restrain 
them from proceeding with suits and 
from bringing other suits against the 
* companies growing out of the 
building of the school. 

The bonding companies set out in 
their petition that the contract for the 
building was let in December, 1910, ‘9 
Wall brothers, which continued on the 
contract until Nov. 6, 1914. 

It is alleged that at this time the 
Board of Education interfered with the 
construction of the building by inciting 
union laborers to strike, and by inciting 
union laboring men to interfere with 
nonunion men employed by Wall broth- 
ers, and by inducing material companies 
to refuse to furnish more material. 

Nov. 6 Wali brothers assigned the con- 
tract to Charles A. Leary, who contin- 
ued the work until Jan. 2, 1915, when 
he quit because of a demand by the 
board that he replace the plastering in 
the building. 

The petition alleges that the 
Board's action in this regard amount- 
ed to a breach of the contract. Leary 
assigned his rights to the bonding 
companies. Leary contended the 
board owed him $73(806.42 for the work 
he had done. 

The petition alleges that Leary could 
have completed the bufiding for $55,000 
but that the board, which took over 
the work, expended $110,000, for which it 
has made claim to the bonding com- 
panies. The board also has filed a 
claim for $75,000 for delay in finishing 
the building. 

The Court is asked to require the board 
to make an accounting of the money 
expended and to issue an injunction to 
prevent the prosecution of suits against 
the bonding companies. 


VICE PRESIDENT AGAINST LARGE 
INCREASE IN STANDING ARMY 


Favors Citizen Soldiery in Address at 
Jefferson City—Says High Ef- 
ficiency and Freedom Won't Mix. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 24.— Vice 
President Marshall, who was here ves- 
terday to deliver a Chautauqua ad- 
dress, said he was not in favor of in- 
States standing 
to any great extent, but, like 
President Wilson, believed that a trained 
citizen soldiery was far better. He ad- 
vocates compulsory military training in 
all high schools and colleges. 

“There are only three things that a 
soldier needs to know, he said. “He 
must know how to take care of his 
health, how to shoot and how to obey 
orders. The greatest difficulty in hand- 
ling a great citizen soldiery will be to 
find enough competent officers to han- 
dle large bodies of soldiers. 

“You hear a good many people now 
crying about efficiency,’’ said the Vice 
President, but there is just this about 
that question: you can’t have the high- 
est state of efficiency when you have 
individual freedom. The two will no 
more mix than oil and water. The 
reason the Germans represent a so much 
higher degree of efficiency than their 
opponents is because every German is 
taught from birth that it does not 
make much difference what happens to 
him, so long as it is for the good of the 
empire.“ 


$107,000 FOR DESCENDANTS OF 
NOTED JOURNALIST'S CREDITORS 


Search Being Made for Persons to 
Whom Money From “Worthless” 
Mine Stock Is Due. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.— William Force 
Scott, United States assignee in bank- 
ruptey, has $107,000 which he is trying 
to distribute among the descendants of 
the creditors of the noted journalist, 
James Watson Webb, who died a bank- 
rupt many years ago. Among his assets.“ 
pledged with his creditors, was sup- 
posedly worthless stock of a Maryland 
mining company which recently turned 

out to be valuable. 

The company prospected without suc- 
cess for iron and finally turned up coal. 
The Webb shares were pledced with 
the United States Bank, which failed 
about 1837, and they have been missing 
for nearly 8 years. The mining com- 
danv's records proved his title to them. 

Other shares in the same mine were 
held by Tilly Allen, an old New York 
pusiness man, whose estate also has 
come into the care of the assigneo in 
bankruptcy. The trouble is to find the 
descendants of the creditors.

AUSTRIANS TRYING 


“fl dtatement: 


TO LURE ITALIANS 
INTO THEIR LINES 


Rewards Offered lesed for Desertions 
and for War Materials 
Brought to Them. 


ROME, Aug. %.—Offers of a surpris- 
ing nature have been made to ite th 
lan soldiers by the Austrians in circulars 


which have been pasted to trees, fences 
and posts along the Italian line of 
march. These circulars tell of the ben, 
efits which will accrue to a soldier 
if he deserts and gives himself up to 
the enemy and offer a big bonus for the 
surrender of guns, cannon and muni- 
tions. In a recent tssue of the Figaro 
a dispatch headed The Eloquence of 
the Austro-Boche,” contains a copy of 
the circular. 

In telling of the circular the Figaro 
says: “Mr. Amilcare Cipriani publishéd 
in ’Humanite @ translation of an ap- 
peal for desertion which the Austrians 
have been distributing among the Ital- 
lan soldiers and posting on their line of 
march. The poster is as follows: 

„Italian soldiers: Tou are entering 
with malice into a war of conquest and 
plunder. To fire traitorously upon your 
former allies is an act of immorality 
without equal in thé records of history. 
Divine Providence will punish each of 
those who commits such a base act. 
Hach of you, in the face 6f God and the 
face of death, should renounce the great 
crime which you intend to commit with 
a sacrifice of your own blood. 

Think of the terrible fatigue and 
continual dangers which a blind Gov- 
ernment is imposing upon you. Think 
also of the terrible privations which 
your actions are bringing to your unfor- 
tunate families. Why go in the face of 
such misfortune when there is a chance 
to free yourselves from it? 

Make the most of every opportunity 
to surrender, particularly when a propi- 
tious moment presents itself. Refuse to 
obey orders and follow in a body the 
éXample of all your comrades who come 
to us and who will never regret it. For 
arms and other war materials which you 
give over to us you will receive a pre- 
mium; for each complete rifle, 10 
crowns;; for each machine gun, 50 
crowns; for each cannon, 2000 crowns; 
for each aeroplane intact, 200 crowns, 
and for each horse, 150 crowns. 
„In Austria prisoners of war are well 
treated. They are gathered together in 
villages with their companions. They 
are allowed the greatest amount of lib- 
erty, Best of all, they receive plenty of 
food for a soldier. All are absolutely free 
from all danger. Do not hesitate! De- 
sert in Mass. You aré welcome. Give 
this note wide distribution and encour- 
age all your friend to follow you.“ 

Commenting further on the note, the 
Figaro says: o eloquent is this ap- 
peal that the ‘friends’ do not wish to

OFFICIAL OF FIRM TELLS WHY . 
HE WROTE TO GERMAN AGENT 


Saye Company Deemed It Advisable 
to Learn Its Status With Regard 

4 to German Penal Code. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. .- Erich 
Joseph, general manager of the Oren- 
stein-Arthut-Koppel company’s plant at 
Koppel, Pa., today issued the following 
statement: 
“The correspondence published by the 
New York World in its issue of Sunday, 
Aug. 22, must be clear to all those who 
read it carefully. It certainly does not 
merit the consideration attempted to 
be put thereon by that néwspaper. Sec- 
tion 8 of the German penal law and 
the acts supplemental thereto, passed by 
the German Federal Council since the 
beginning of the war, are no different 
in their intent and effect from the orders 
in council of King George V of Aug. 5, 
Sept. 19 and 2% and the supplemental acts 
of the British Government.

The wealth of the country between 
1890 and 1912 increased from 65 to 187 
billions, or 188 per cent, whereas the ag- 
gregate income of wage earners in man- 
ufacturing, mining and transportation 
has risen between 1889 and 1909 only 95 
per cent, from 2516 millions in 1889 to 
4916 millions in 1909.

tual poverty.“ 

“Statistics show that only one-third of 
the children in our public schools com- 
plete the grammar school course, and 
only 10 per cent finish high school. In 
four industrial towns studied by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 75 per cent 
of the children quit school before reach- 
ing the seventh grade. 

Increase of Tenancy. 

“The most alarming fact in American 
agriculture is the rapid growth of ten- 
ancy. In 1910 there were 37 tenant-op- 
erated farms out of each 100 farms in 
the United States as compared with 28 
in 1890, an increase of 32 per cent dur- 
ing 20 years. No nation-wide investi- 
gation of the condition of tenant farm- 
ers has ever been made, but in Texas. 
where the investigations of this com- 
mission were thorough and conclusive. 
it was found not only that the economic 
condition of the tenant was extremely 
bad, but also that he was far from be- 
ing free, whereas his future was regard- 
as hopeless. 


Telegrapherg Underpaid. 
“The workers employed by the two 


principal telegraph companies (the 
Western Union Telegraph and the Postal 
Telegraph-Cable) are not only under- 
paid, as admitted by tne highest offi- 
cals in their testimony before the com- 
mission, but subject to many abuses, 
such as denial of proper periods of re- 
lief while on duty, the establishment of 
arbitrary speed rates, which frequently 
result in overstrain, the arbitrary dis- 
charge of employes without notice for 
any cause or no cause, the employment 
‘of young boys for messenger service 
under conditions which can result only 
in their moral corruption, and the em- 
pioyment of women for telegraph service 
at right. 

“It is suggested that the commission 
recommend that the property of the tel- 
egraph companies, or such part of their 
equipment as may be necessary for the 
efficient operation of a national tele- 
graph system, should be purchased by 
the Federal Government after proper 
valuation and placed under the general 
jurisdiction of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment for operation. In transferring the 
fervice to the Federal Government all 
employes, including officials and other 
persons, necessary for successful opera- 
tion, should be retained, and those whom 
the elimination of the duplicate service 
of the two companies renders unneces- 
sary for the national system, should be 
absorbed into other branches of the 
Feder: service as far as practicable. 


Telephone Operators. 
“The condition of the telephone op- 


erators in both interstate and local 
service is subject to grave criticism. The 
wages paid even in the cities having 
the highest standards are insufficient to 
provide decently for women who have 
no other means of support. The re- 
cuirements and nervous strain incident 
to the service are so very severe that 
experienced physicians have testified 
that operators should not work more 
than five hours per day, whereas the 
regular working hours are from seven 
to nine per dav The operators, who 
are principally girls and young women, 
are required to work at night, going to 
ond returning from their work at hours 
when they are subject to grave menace.

The Pullman 
Co. is admitted by the chairman of the 
board of directors to be the direct bene- 
ficiary of the tips from the public to 
the extent of the difference between 
2 fair wage and that which is now | 
paid. 

It is Suggested that the commission 
recommend: 1. The enactment by Con- 
gress of a statute prohibiting the tipping 
cf any employe of a public service cor- 
poration engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and providing a proper fine for 
both the giver and the recipient of the 
tip, and the amendment of the existing 
law regulating the hours of serv*ice of 
train employes to include the employes 
engaged in the Pullman service. 


State of Feudalism. 
One of the most striking features of 


the report is the finding that many typ- 
ieal industrial communities present ev- 
ery aspect of a state of feudalism. Tho 
report says: 

“The investigations and hearings of 
the commission are the basis for the fol. 
lowing statements: 

1. “The conditions existing in typicr! 
industrial communities which are eithe: 
‘wholly or in large part owned or con- 
trolled by a single corporation or indi- 
vidual employer, present every aspect of 
a state of feudalism except the recog- 
nition of specific duties on the part of 
the employer. The employes in such 
communities are dependent on a single | 
corporation, or employer, for their live- 
lihood. Furthermore, the employer in 
many cases controls the social and p»- 
litical life of such communities, either 
ve the complete cbsorption of local pe:

Bobby Burns, the Dallas (Tex.) ban- 
tamweight, came bounding into St. Louis 
last Sunday morning on the trail of

Burns takes positive exception to the 
Zulu’s claim of victory, and in support 
of that exception he produces docu- 
mentary evidence in the form of a clip- 
ping from the Dallas News in which 
it is stated that Burns was the winner, 
and Burns says you can’t get away 
from that. 

The Zulu, too, has some clippings upon 
which he relies, and among them is oné 
upon which W. P. McVey, promoter and 
manager of the Kerkau Club, before 
which the bout in question took place, 
has certified that me contest was a 
draw. This appears to be as nearly 
“official’’ as the thing can be, because, 
to still further complicate matters, it is 
said that Will Winfrey, who refereed 
the bout, made no decision.

One With 3 Bathrooms at Home 
Glad to Get Towel and | 
Wash Basin at Front.

BRITISH ARMY HEADQUARTERS 


IN FRANCE, Aug. 2—“We are in 
sight of the trenches at last,“ said a 
private in what is known as the Stock 
Exchange Battalion of one of the regi- 
ments of the new British army. It's 
been a long pull in a hard market. But 
we never missed getting our shilling a 
day and our wives have got their sep- 
aration allowances regularly.“ 

There are privates in the Stock Ex- 
change Battalion who have names well- 
known in the world of finance. Some of 
them have subscribed fortunes to the 
latest war loan. 

“At home I have three bathrooms in 
my house and 16 bedrooms,” said one. 
‘Out here I am glad to stand up in line 
with a towel over my shoulder and 
take my turn with the wash basin. As 
for sleeping on straw in a barn it is 
paradise after a hard march. I sap- 
pose we will get those other things, too, 
like everybody else does in the 
trenches.“ 

Bound to, though you have 10,000 a 
year,” remarked another. “Maybe you 
have one in your shirt. now.“ 

Make Good Soldiers, 

What interests us,“ said a division- 
al staff officer, “is not that they are 
Stock Dehange men, but are they good 
soldiers?”

The relief of sufferers from the floods of the 
Rivers des Peres and the Meramec valleys ad- 
jacent to St. Louis is the immediate duty of St. 
Louisans. 

Several thousand persons are homeless and at 
least a thousand are out of employment on ac 
count of the flood. The water has not only driven 
these people out of their homes, in some cases 
destroyed their houses and depriving them of 
shelter, but has taken from them their personal 
belongings, leaving them practically stripped of 
the necessaries of life. These necessaries must 
be supplied at once and provision made for the 
support of the refugees until they can return to 
their homes and work. 

Fortunately, prompt action has been taken in 
both city and county to relieve the pressing 
needs of the refugees. Mayor Kiel has appointed 
a Relief Committee, headed by Mr. M. L. Wilkin- 
son, to obtain contributions from St. Louisans and 
distribute them. Committees in the towns of 
the county are at work collecting clothing, bed 
clothing and money contributions for ready re- 
lief. . 

The committees are powerless without the co- 
operation of the public, whose prompt liberality 
is essential to prevent further suffering.

If the editor of the Westliche Post reads the 
English language he ought to know that the Post- 
Dispatch published the German-language editorial 
utterances in full, including his own, in the 
news columns. We reprinted in the editorial 
columns merely the sentences illustrating our 
point. The elision in several cases was kind. 

The republishing of the editorial utterances of 
the German-language newspapers, which are 
misleading their German-speaking readers, for 
the purpose of informing the American public 
concerning their attitude is a journalistic duty. 

We do not mean to imply, however, that their 
anti-American opinions are shared by the masses 
of Americans of German origin. We know that, 
while sympathizing with their war-afflicted Ger- 
man cousins, they are true-blue Americans. 
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A FRENCH PRINCE AT THE FRONT. 

Prince Napoleon, who has seen several years 
of military service in Russia, and who has re- 
cently headed the Russian delegation (diplomatic) 
to Italy, has just been attached to the staff of 
Gen. Cadorna on the Isonzo front.

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A REPORT THAT IS TRIPLETS. 

Those who predicted that the Commission on 
Industrial Relations would submit as many re- 
ports as it had members were unjust to the com- 
mission and magnified the intolerances of those 
appointed to it. But three reports will oe made, 
embodying the views of the three elements given 
representation on the body, the employers, the 
employes and the public. To be sure, if each of 
the three reports is traced to its headwaters, 
divers individual tributaries are found and over- 
flowing reservoirs of opinion hardly yet tapped, 
but the principal divisions on the commission 
are only three in number, instead of the nine we 
had reason to apprehend. 

No card index of the recommendations in this 
triune report will be made, to be religiously 
consulted whenever light is desired on any phase 
of the industrial problem. But a great body of 
significant testimony bearing on working con- 
ditions was taken from which each of us can 
draw valuable conclusions. 
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FAOTS ABOUT THE DOLLAR LINE. 
The Coast Seaman’s Journal of San Fran- 


cisco scoffs with the greatest irreverence at news- 
papers which charge that the new La Follette act, 
not yet in effect, has driven the American flag 
from the Pacific. 

Much sob squad matter has been printed about 
the Dollar line. The Journal says this line con- 
sists of seven steamers, three of which, in the 
coastwise trade, always have been and always 
will be sailed under the American flag. The other 
four vessels manned with Chinese crews sailed 

der a foreign flag until the war broke out, when 
2 danger of German raiders caused them to be 
‘transferred hastily to the American flag, kor 
the time being only,” as Capt. Robert Dollar said 
at the time. These four vessels have now been 
put back under an alien flag. The Journal says 
the reason is that the German raiders have dis- 
appeared from the Pacific, the La Follette act 
having nothing to do with it. 

The sale of five of the Pacific Mail fleet is 
due, according to the Journal, to the fact that 
rallroad-owned vessels are denied the use of the 
Panama Canal. At least two of them will be 
put on the New York-San Francisco run via the 
canal and must of necessity be continued in 
the United States registry. If this change in 
ownership was caused in any degree by Federal 
legislation, the Journal insists that the canal 
code, not the La Follette act, must be blamed. 
Some provisions of the La Follette law have 


aroused much resentment among vessel owners, 


credit it certainly appear dishonest. As the Jour- 
nal says, registry laws so framed is to make 
the American flag the refuge of vessels manned 
by ill-paid coolie crews whose liability to panic 
and inability to understand orders make them a 
peril in time of accident, do not appeal much to 
American sentiment, irrespective of the wisdom 
or unwisdom of the La Folette enactment. 
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We can neither cotton to Great Britain nor 
kow-tow to Germany. 


INOPPORTUNE GRAPE JUICE. 

“The real question,” says Mr. Bryan, “is not 
whether American citizens have a right to travel 
through the danger zone on the ships of bel- 
ligerent nations. That is admitted.” 

But Germany does not admit it, or, if she does, 
she kills them without regard to their rights. 

“The real question just now,” he continues, is 
whether an American citizen should put his con- 
venience, or even his rights, above his nation’s 
welfare. 

This is so handy an argument that it would 
be equally applicable if Germany should send an 
aerial fleet over and bombard New York. It 
might be convenient for many Americans to live 
in New.York; they might have a right to live 
there. But why should they put their own con- 
venience or even rights above the nation’s wel- 
fare? They should move odt—to Yonkers or 
Beaver Dam or Lincoln—and relieve their Gov- 
ernment of the duty of protecting them. 

Only a bombardment of New York would be a 
greater evidence of unfriendliness than the Kaiser 
has already given. No aerial attack on a 
populous city has yet resulted in as many deaths 
as were caused to Americans on the Lusitania. 

“The real question just now” is the best way 
of avoiding war with Germany. If her aggres- 
sions continue, the country will be aroused to 
a flaming anger by the time Congress meets that 
cannot be restrained from war. Amicable ad- 
monition has failed and something else must be 
tried. 

Germany is responsive to the strong-arm argu- 
ment alone, as was shown by the concessions to 
Italy that came only after she became convinced 
that Italy was in deadly earnest. Nothing could 
be more inopportune than Mr. Bryan's pitiful 
plea at this time. Along with past hyphenated 
effort it tends to encourage Germany in a fatu- 
ous complacency when the need is to bring her 
to her senses.

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WHAT PARTICULAR TREATY? 

The New York Sun is endeavoring to persuade 
Col. Roosevelt to explain to the country precisely 
what treaty engagements the United States ever 
entered into to guarantee the neutrality of Bel- 
gium. 

For months the Colonel has been writing about 
the criminal neglect of this Government to keep 
iis faith with Belgium and he invariably refers 
to certain Hague conventions as proof of this 
neglect. The Sun wishes to know “in what sec- 
tion of what article of which convention he finds 
the particulars of the alleged obligation.” 

It was not possible even in the Roosevelt days 
of personal government that the United States 
should have entered into a secret treaty with 
Belgium or any other country. Thousands of 
persons believe that we were under some sort of 
contract to maintain the neutrality of Belgium 
by force if necessary, and they believe it because 
Mr. Roosevelt has told them so. As he was 
President when The Hague conventions were 
signed they think he must know, and yet, 
strangely enough, he never produced the docu- 
mentary evidence to sustain his position. 
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POPULAR GOVERNMENT. 
Urging that all foreigners seeking homes and 
citizenship should learn the Unglish language as 
a means of acquiring knowledge of American in- 
stitutions the United States Bureau of Naturali- 
zation adds this: 

Above all in this connection they should be 
taught that the supreme authority in this 
country is the law and that the first duty of 
an American citizen is obedience to that law, 
even though it may seem an unwise or ob- 
jectionable law; the remedy in the latter case 
being through constitutional methods to modi- 
fy or change the law. 

It should be made clear just how the remedy 
for objectionable laws is applied. Public opinion 
rules in this country and the source of all law 
ls the people. 

In order to effect changes in laws it is only 
necessary that a majority of the people demand 
them through their representatives or the ballot 
box. A persistent majority of the American peo- 
ple can change the national and state constitu- 
tions and every law in the statute books. 

When foreigners come here from countries 
where the voice of the people is feeble against 
caste, class and privilege it is necessary for them 
to understand that the wilt of the American peo- 
ple prevails in this land against all obstacles and 
that violent or revolutionary methous are not 
required to enforce that will. Anarchism and 
violence are revolts against the will of the people 
expressed in laws made by the people’s repre- 
sentatives and enforced by elected public servants. 
Both laws and servants can be changed when the 
people want them changed. 
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FIFTY-YEAR-OLD MEN CALLED OUT. 
The Austrian Government has called out for 
service in the army all men born from 1865 to 
1870, the date of enlistment being Aug. 23. 
Even those who, for some reason or other have 
been excused previously and those that have al- 
ready served will have to enroll. Students, who 
in their youth, havo served one year by option, so 
as not to be drafted for three if the lot should fall 
to them, will also have to serve again; but, says 
the ordinance, those who, from social position, 
or physical incapacity, are not fitted to do the 
regular trench work, digging and other manual 
labor incident to modern warfare, will be reserved 
for work to which they are fitted, and will not be 
compelled to live in the barracks, but will be 
housed more in accord with their condition. 


The order concludes with the promise that there 
will be no further call to arms, |

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NAVAL HARBOR, 
AI SHELDED 


Ancient City Is One of Finest 
and Best Protected Ports 
in the World. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.— Bullt up 
around the deep pocket of the Kieler 
Foehrde, a narrow arm of the Baltic 
Sea that cuts its way back into the 
province of Holstein, the old city of Kiel 
lies well shielded from all hostile at- 
tack and centrally placed for the use 
of the fleet, either upon the open 
ocean or upon the inland sea,” says a 
bulletin just prepared by the National 
Geographic Society. 

“This ancient port city is headquar- 
ters for German sea strength, the first 
naval station of the empire, the point 
from which the orders have been is- 
sued directing the unequal duel be- 
tween the ships of the Kaiser and the 
fleets of Britain. 

“The great war harbor of Kiel is one 
of the finest and most powerfully pro- 
tected harbors in the world. The sea- 
arm, whose base is enclosed by the 
port, has a narrow entrance and a long, 
irregular surface. The entrance and the 
strategic points along the bank are 
heavily fortified. Fort Falkenstein and 
Fort, Stosch guard the narrows about 
three and a half miles above the town. 
hbianking the northern termination of 
the new Kiel suburbs, the Kaiser WiI- 
helm Canal, a triumph of patience and 
engineering, cuts its way into the shel- 
tered bay. By means of this canal, Kie! 
is in close communication with the 
North Sea, and units of the Kaiser's 
navy can be transferred rapidly and 
safely from the war theater of the open 
ocean to that of the Baltic. 

Canal Project Centuries Old. 

'The Kaiser Wilhelm Canal or the 
Baltic Ship Canal is the product of an 
idea which ripened through centuries. 
Projects for connecting the Baltic and 
North Seas by a water route through 
the northern peninsula which should 
avoid the dangerous voyage around Jut- 
land were considered spasmodically 
from 1300’ on but it remained to the 
military necessities of a great empire 
to bring about the realization of this 
advantageous waterway for trade. Any 
number of bashful beginnings of the 
projected way weile made before the 
construction of the present canal was 
Undertaken by the first German Empe- 
ror. Kaiser Wilhelm I laid the founda- 
tio stone of the canal tn 1887, and the 
costly avenue was formally declared 
open by the present Emperor in 1890. 
The original canal has been exten- 
sively improved. 

The canal crosses the peninsula, from 
Holtenau just beyond the northern sub- 
urbds of Kiel to Brunwbuettel at the 
mouth @f the Elbe, at sea level, the 
locks at either end merely serving to 
r.eutralize the tides. It ‘s 60 miles long, 
with a depth of more than 30 feet and a 
width sufficient to pass the largest men- 
of-war. 

“A steamer takes between eight and 
nine hours to pass through the canal, 
thus bringing the advance: German naval 
base to Heligoland within easy reach of 
the Kiel headquarters. The whole way 
at night is lighted by electricity. The 
first cost of the Baltic Ship Canal was 
$39,000,000. Other millions have been ex- 
pended in its improvement. Regular 
steamer excursion service was main- 
tained here before the war, but the voy- 
ege offered little of interest besides 
sieep banks and here and there spirit- 
less scenery. 


Great German Regatta. 

“Great imperial docks, arsenals and 
navy yards are located at Kiel, a are 
also Admiralty headquarters and the Im- 
perial Naval Academy. Foreigners were 
mot admitted to the docks and yards. 
Many thousands of visitors regularly 
attended Kieler Woche (Kiel Week), 
the great German regaita held each 
year during the latter part of June. 
This regatta was an event of first im- 
portance in the world of intertnational 
sport, and yachts from all nations in- 
terested in water sports were annually 
entered in its famous races. The yacht 
Hohenzoliern, housing the Emperor and 
the Imperial family, was each year the 
central point of the gay, rich, cosmopoll- 
tan throng of sportsmen. 

“Kiel is one of the oldest towns in 
Holstein. The older parts of the town 
sre badly built, having twisting, nar- 
row, indifferently paved streets and 
being flanked by gnarled. time-tortured 
buildings. The new town, however, is 
filled with “handsome structures and 1s 
well planned. The city has grown in 
every way, industrially. commercially, 
socially, artistically since becoming 
Paval headquarters for the empire and

STOCKS SCORE A 
SHARP. ADVANCE: 


Improved Foreign Diplomatic 
Outlook Causes Buying in 
Favorite Shares.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 


today, says: 

“The interpretation placed by the 
Stock Exchange on Count Bernstorff's 
request for our Government to suspend 
action on the Arabic question until it 
heard from Berlin was that the German 
Foreign Office strongly desires to avoid 
an open breach. There was no informa- 
tion during business hours as to what 
Berlin’s own communication was to be. 
It would have been no unnatural infer- 
ence for Wall street to have assumed 
point blank that the German State De- 
partment, in line with yesterday’s irre- 
sponsible reports, Was preparing to deny 
the f fact of a submarine attack, and to 
challenge proof of it. 

In the absence of any announcement 
to that effect, the Stock Exchange, like 
the country at large, held its judgment 
in abeyance. Perhaps it would have 
done so, even had the general deniai 
been made to begin with by Count Bern- 
storff. But the one undoubted fact was 
that the German Government, not in a 
defiant tone, had asked the United 
States to stay its hand, and that the 
United States would undoubtedly do so, 
pending furtner communications. 

‘News of the German Government’s 
request came after the stock market 
had continued, in more or less irregular 
fashion, its recovery of yesterday, with 
resultant advances ranging from 1 point 
to an extreme of 11 points in the more 
uective shares. It was ceable, how- 
ever, that transactions w on a smaller 
scale than Monday’s. An undertone of 
hesitancy had begun to be apparent, 
and even the further advance, after 
Count Bernstorff’s request had been 
made public, was irregular and ill-dis- 
tributed. 

Market Is Strong. 


„At the market’s close the predomi- 
nant feeling in financial circles was that 
an immediate crisis had been staved off 
through the German Government’s ap- 
peal. It was fully realized that an ef- 
fort to temporize through playing with 
facts—if that were to occur—wouid 
eventually bring matters back to where 
they stood yesterday or Sunday, and 
— in an aggravated form. But 
there remained the possibility that the 
late afternoon reports were accurate 
and that the Berlin authorities might 
find themselves in a position to disavow 
the attack by the submarine on the Ara- 
bic, or to show that the act was in vio- 
lation of orders from the heads of the 
civil Government, if not from the Naval 
Board. 

“Furthermore, time would obviously 
work in favor of peaceable adjustment 
of the matter—always supposing the 
Berlin Foreign Office to be sincere and 
in earnest—it was once more demon- 
strated that the actual and responsible 
heads of the German Government, at 
any rate, were not bent on provoking 
war with the United States. 

“Beyond such general suppositions or 
inferences, the day’s news left Wall 
street, as it left the community at large, 
with no clear view of the situation, ex- 
cept that the international crisis was 
no longer a question of hours. 

“In the final hour of business, how- 
ever, a report was circulated throughout 
Wall street that the German Ambassa- 
dor’s communication had actually prom- 
ised, in the event that the sinking of 
the Arabic was proved to have been the 
act of a German submarine, to disavow 
the act. No corroboration of this re- 
port was received from Washington 
while the Stock Exchange was open, but 
it resulted, naturally enough, in a fur- 
ther vigorous advance of the whole mar- 
ket, with increased activity.’’ 


Exchange Is Weak. 


“Exchange on Berlin declined to the 
lowest quotation yet reached in the 
war; today’s rate making a depreciation 
of nearly 14% per cent from parity. Ex- 
change on London held around yester- 
day's rate, which is only 1 to 1% per 
cent above the low level of the month. 

The Government's statement of last 
week’s excess of merchandise exports 
over imports was smaller by some 810, 
000,000 than the week before. But August 
to date has produced an export balance 
of $61,500,000, and assuming the dailv

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Fl GERMANY’ 
NAVAL HARBOR 
WELL SHIELDED 


Ancient City Is One of Finest 
and Best Protected Ports 
in the World. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.— Built up 
around the deep pocket of the Kleler 
Foehrde, a narrow arm of the Baltic 
Zea that cuts its way back into the 
province of Holstein, the old city of Kiel 
lies well shielded from all hostile at- 
tack and centrally placed for the use 
of the fleet, either upon the open 
ocean or upon the inland sea,” says a 
bulletin just prepared by the National 
Geographic Society. 

“This ancient port city is headquar- 

ters for German sea strength, the first 
naval station of the empire, the point 
from which the orders have been is- 
sued directing the unequal duel be- 
tween the ships of the Kaiser and the 
fleets of Britain. 

“The great war harbor of Kiel is one 
of the finest and most powerfully pro- 
tected harbors in the world. The sea- 
arm, whose base is enclosed by the 
port, has a narrow entrance and a long, 
irregular surface. The entrance and the 
strategic points along the bank are 
heavily fortified. Fort Falkenstein and 
Fort, Stosch guard the narrows about 
three and a half miles above the town. 
hianking the northern termination of 
the new Kiel suburbs, the Kaiser WII- 
helm Canal, a triumph of patience and 
engineering, cuts its way into the shel- 
tered bay. By means of this canal, Kie! 
is in close communication with the 
North Sea, and units of the Kaiser's 
navy can be transferred rapidly and 
safely from the war theater of the open 
ocean to that of the Baltic. 

Canal Project Centuries Old. 

‘The Kaiser Wilhelm Canal or the 
Baltic Ship Canal is the product of an 
idea which ripened through centuries. 
Projects for connecting the Baltic and 
North Seas by a water route through 
the northern peninsula which should 
avoid the dangerous voyage around Jut- 
land were considered spasmodically 
from 1300’ on but it remained to the 
military necessities of a great empire 
to bring about the realization of this 
advantageous waterway for trade.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

The interpretation placed by the 
Stock Exchange on Count Bernstorff's 
request for our Government to suspend 
action on the Arabic question until it 
heard from Berlin was that the German 
Foreign Office strongly desires to avoid 

an open breach. There was no informa- 
tion during business hours as to what 
Berlin’s own communication was to be. 
It would have been no unnatural infer- 
ence for Wall street to have assumed 
point blank that the German State De- 
partment, in line with yesterday’s irre- 
sponsible reports, Was preparing to deny 
the fact of a submarine attack, and to 
challenge proof of it. 

In the absence of any announcement 
to that effect, the Stock Exchange, like 
the country at large, held its judgment 
in abeyance. Perhaps it would have 
done so, even had the general deniai 
been made to begin with by Count Bern- 
storff. But the one undoubted fact was 
that the German Government, not in a 
defiant tone, had asked the United 
States to stay its hand, and that the 
United States would undoubtedly do so, 
pending furtner communications. 

‘‘News of the German Government’s 
request came after the stock market 
had continued, in more or less irregular 
fashion, its recovery of yesterday, with 
resultant advances ranging from 1 point 
to an extreme of 11 points in the more 
uctive shares. It was n@ticeable, how- 
ever, that transactions w on a smaller 
scale than Monday's. An undertone of 
hesitancy had begun to be apparent, 
and even the further advance, after 
Count Bernstorff's request had been 
made public, was irregular and ill-dis- 
tributed. 

Market Is Strong. 


„At the market’s close the predomi- 
nant feeling in financial circles was that 
an immediate crisis had been staved off 
through the German Government’s ap- 

eal. It was fully realized that an ef- 
fort to temporize through playing with 
facts—if that were to occur—wouid 
eventually bring matters back to where 
they stood yesterday or Sunday, and 
perhaps in an aggravated form.
